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,HAT faithful hiftorics of 

')8(inK weather peculiar to any 
;)eCkjR country may be of real ufej 
as a branch of natural hiftory^ and l^ 
a means of confirming or of correcting 
divers eftablifhed opinions relative 
hereto, will not be denied ; nor that £l 
daily record of the various changes of 
the air, weather, and windsi is abfolute- 
ly neceflary for this purpofe. 

From {uch a regiftry, it will appear 
that even in this changeable climate,

certain ftated revolutions (although 
often interrupted) of the weather and 
winds may be traced through the 
feveral feafons of the year ; and fuch 
revolutions as are highly worthy the 
attention of valetudinarians as well as 
phyficians, and of the laft more efpe- 
cially, by accounts of the concomi- 
tant difeafes annexed, whereby fome- 
"thing of a like periodical revolution 
in them alfb may be difcovered fo far 
that the return of ibme of them at 
certain feafons is almofl; as certain 
as that of fwallows in fummer ; and 
it may be fhewn how far certain dif- 
eafes, and their propagation, duration, 
increafe, and the degrees of their ma- 
lignity, have a connexion with the 
ftate of the air and weather attending, 
which is one principal feope of the 
prefent Work. But it fliall fufEce in 
this place to obferve, with refpedt to 

the 
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the influence of the feafons in gene- 
ral, that in fpring the vegetables 
put forth their buds,* the birds renew 
their fongs, the fleeping animals and 
infedrs come forth, and mofl of Ithe 
quadrupeds, and even the inhabitants 
q£ the deep, are not infenfible of its 
influence * ; as neither is the human 
bbdy, their being feveral evidences 
of a greater fweh in the tide of the 
ck-culating fluid of that feafbn, though 
the winds from the north and eafl, 
ufually attending it, frequently prove 
very noxious not only to vegetables, 
but to men, particularly valetudina.- 
rians, as in the following pages will 
abundantly appear >; and that fevers 
are more frequent with us in win- 
ter than in fummer, which. may be 
partly attributed to the comparative

This method of treating of difeafes 
was purfued by the., father -of jiyr 
£c, and has lately been revived 1^ 
fevend £ngliih writers, p^tic3)}iBF^y 

Wintringham, Huxham, and the in- 
defatigable Dr. ShcMtk The obferr 
vations of thefe authors, I have fre- 
quendy, in the coijrie of this Work, 
compared with my own, and coa- 
firmed them ; and I truft that the 
4onger ieries of time to which mine 
were protrafted may add more weigltf 
to the evidence d the truth of the 
-confequences drawn ^rom fiich CQi3>; 
parifon. 

The compiler of the following 
Obfervations thinks proper to acknow- 
ledge 
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ledge tlut the principal fubjeds of 
them were not what an eminent bro* 
ther calls fflendid<e ferfofugy but pie-? 
beians, and medm fortis homines : 9, 
circumftance however, whicli, in his 
apprehenfion, ought rather to recom-- 
mend than dilparage-the work ; ina(^ 
much as thefe laft named perlbns are 
more expofed to the injuries of the 
air and weather than the other, who, 
by means of their warm cloathing, 
good fires, and the moderate ufe of 
wine, are lefs fufceptible thereof : to 
which add that in them alfo the 
genuine procefs of nature, in the 
conduct: and cure of difcafes, is 
commonly not (o much diiguiied 
by art as where leis is committed 
to nature. 

The following account has been 
^awn up from diaries conftantly kept 

a 3 both 
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both of the weather and difea/es • 
but as the prolixity and tedioufnefs 
of diaries, on the one hand, would 
deter moft men from reading them, 
and, on the other, the vaguenefs and 
obfcurity of even quarterly or yearly 
accounts, are fuch as would not give 
proper fatisfa6tion to an inquifitive 
mind, I have reduced the diaries of 
the weather to the form of monthly 
regiftries ; and greatly contracted the 
accounts of the difeafes. 

t 

In the following Hiftory of the 
Difeafes particular regard is had to 
the duration of the feveral fevers, the 
number of days in which they ter- 
minated being fpecijfied with as much 
precifion as pradicable. It is true, 
the firft commencement of a fever is 
often very hard to be determined : 
however, the reckoning was ufually 

made 
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made from the firft fliivcring to the 
time when the pulfe fell to the health* 
ful ftandard of its velocity, or rather 
below it. This has been done with a 
view tp the ancient dodtrine of cri- 
tical days ; and to fliew, that even in 
this changeable climate, fomc atten- 
tion hereunto may be of ufe to the 
phylician, both in his prognoftica- 
tions and his conduct in the cure of 
fevers, it being a fettled point that 
any evacuation by ftool, fweat, he- 
morrhage, or any remarkable change 
of the urine, are of more efficacy 
when they occur on the critical days 
than on the intermediate days. 



Now the fiimmary refult of the 
obfcrvations in the following Work in 
refpedto this matter, is, that amidft 
all the obfcurities and uncertainties 
attending the feventh, fourteenth, 

a 4 twen- 
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twentieth, and twenty.-firft dayis, were 
nearly cither the d^ys of the moft 
pcrfeft crifis, or the days on which 
the greateft number of fevers termir 
nated either in the recovery or death 
of the patient. It is true, many of 
our fevers did alfo terminate in live o^ 
fix days : but the crifis in this cafe 
was commonly imperfedt, the patients 
being fubjedl to relapfes. 

And it is allowed by a certain 
eminent profeflbr, that, although. 

indeed eyery day may prove a criti- 
cal one, yet that the feventh, four- 
teenth, and twentieth are the principal 
of the critical days : and to this a- 
grees an apkorifrn left us by an au- 
thor in a very remote country, Paulus 
^gineta, viz. Dies judicatorii optimi 
funt feptimus ^ decimus quartus ; 
and a later one of Ferneliu-, viz. 

Con- 
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(Continuant febr em fecunday aut (quod 
fardijimum eft) tertiahebdomadadecre- 
fori^fohit ; and in Hippocrates*s Epi- 
demics, the greateft number finidied 
their coprfe in feven, the next in four- 
teen days, the next in twenty- one day§ 
nearly, though fome few of his, with 
Itheir relapfes, continued above two 
months, as with us ; bvjt this is very rare, 
land, according to FerneHus, muft be 
owing to unfound yifcera : from all 
which it appears that the veneration paid 
by antiquity to the number feven was 
pot altogether without foundation. , 

And it is hoped that the following 
confiderations may recommend the 
Work to younger phyficians, viz. as, 
(during the term of thefe obfervations, 
we have been four times vifited in 
Dublin with an epidemic contagion of 
foreign original, the catarrhal fever, 

which 
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which was a fignal inftance of the 
influence of the air and weather on 
difeafes, according to the feveral fea- 
fons in which it appeared ; and al- 
though not attended with any extra- 
ordinary malignity, yet once, in a 
feafbn favouring it« progrefs, raifed 
our bills of mortahty to three times 
their ufual number ; it therefore feemed 
to be of real ufe that fome record 
fhould be preferved of it, and its 
method of cure, as matter of in^ 
ftruftion on any like future emer- 
gency. 

And moreover, as another diieafe, 
little lefs than peftilential, attacked 
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don, but much milder, though no- 
thing ever tranfpired from hence in 
a pubiick manner qoncerning it», fbme 
account of it, and fbme practical hints 
are here given, which it is hoped will 
not be unacceptable nor ufelefs ; and 
if to this I fhould add the direful con- 
fequences of the great froft 1739, 
1740, more pernicious than fome 
peftiJences, it is to be hoped that no 
further apology need be made for the 
prefent pubUcation. 

N. B. I have begun my year with 
March, as being, notwithftanding our 
alteration of ftyle, ilill the firft month 
of the fpring-quarter, and January 
and February the two laft of the win- 
ter-quarter, and agreeing neareft in 
temperature to December, which I 
reckon ftill the firft month of the 

winter-. 
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winter-quarter ; and fo February 
with me terminates every year, and 
January and February, inftead of 
being the two firft months of any 
given year, are *he two laft of the 
fame year with me. 
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Shewing the Influence of the Air 
and Weather on Dileafes. 

#5?^^NJ. N order for the conviftion of 
^ 1 V thofe who are crying down 
;^ Y any attempts to trace a con- 

"^^^Sfe^ neclion between the ftate of 
the air and weather, and the prevailing 
epidemics, elpecially in this changeable 
climate, I /hall endeavour to fhew in the 
following pages, and in the courfe of 
this Work, that both the endemial and 
epidemic difeafes of different countries 
are very different in their type, duration, 
and degree of malignity, according to 

the 
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the different ftate of the air and Wea- 
ther in thofe feveral countries, and ac- 
cording to the different feaions in the fame 
country. 

1. It is to the difference of the air 
in cities and in country places that epi- 
demic fevers commonly make a far greater 
havock in the laft, where a depraved con- 
ftitution of the air produces the moft 
pernicious ef!t£ts : whereas in Cities the 
air is altered, and in fome fort corre61ed, 
by the fires and other effluvia. 

II. Different difeafes prevail in dif- 
ferent climatesi fuitable to 'the different 
temperature of the air in thofe feveral 
climates *. Thus agues are obferved 
-to be the great endemic of all moift 
countries : and whereas Dr. Mead makes 
this general and important obfervation. 
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that no kind of putrefaftion bred here 
in thefe European countries is ever heigh- 
tened to the degree capable of producing 
the plague ; on the contrary, in Afia and 
other hotter countries, and where the 
humors are more difpofed to putrefac- 
tion, and the fibres more crifp and con- 
traded, ardent, peftilential, and contagious 
fevers are much more frequent, and even 
endemial ; and their fevers finifli their 
cour/e with much more rapidity than in 
thefe iflands, placed in a cold and mbifl 
air, and where, as it is obfcrvable in 
Huxham's Jliftory of the prevailing Dif- 
cafes at Plymouth, for ten years, that de- 
fluxions, coughs, tumors of the jaws, 
opthalmies, and anginas, fill up near three- 
fourths of the catalogue, which is alfo 
the cafe here; fo that thefe may be faid to 
be our endemial difeafes common to both 
countries, as iflands in a like cold and 
moift fituation, and fubje6l unto the like 
viciflitudes of weather. 

And 
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And if the moifturc of the air propef 
to us fhould predominate long, and efpd- 
cially if warmth fhould corifpire with it^ 
catarrhal, intermittent, flow, nervous, and 
petechial fevers have been obferved to 
prevaiL This was notorioufly the cafe 
at Dublin and Cork^ on a comparifon oij^ 
Dr. Rogers's account of the epidemic, low^ 
putrid fever> which was conimon ta 
both cities at the fame time; and that 
author obferves, that for a feries of near 
twenty years preceding the year 1734, 
no new epidemic fever (hewed itfelf 
among them at Cork, put mi the fame 
Jdnd which hath been very .frequent here 
iince that time, efpecially in fuch feafons 
as are before mentioned; from which 
and other fimilar obfervations, joined to 
the following defcription of the malignant 
fever moft common in Ireland, left ua in 
Boate's Natural Hiftory, publiflied above 
a hundred, years ago, the fever of the 
low putrid kind appears to be endemial 
to us, viz. 

3 " It 
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*« It is common to the natives and to 
thofe who come thither from other coun- 
tries. It is commonly attended with a 
great pain of the head and in all the bones, 
great weaknefs, reftleffnefs, ravings, but^ 
no vgry great nor conftant heat, and it 
is hard to be cured ^ and the cure is not 
to be efFefted by purging, which cannot 
be ufed at any time without great danger, 
and hardly by bleeding, which is feldom 
ufed with fuccefs, except at the very be- 
ginning; but by ftrengthening medicines 
and . good cordials, and in fome years 
an extraordinary and peftilent malignity 
Cometh to it, with fo great violence that, 
notwithftanding all good' helps,, fome are 
thereby carried to their graves." 

It is well known that thefe fevers fre- 
quently run' out to the length of three 
weeks or fometimes a month : on the 
contrary, how much more violent and Jiow 
much more rapid .in their courfc, their 
fevers in the, hot countries are, will ap- 
pear from the following detail. . ., . ^

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I. In the Eaft Indies Bontiiu describes 
their continual fevers thus : Plerumque ; 
cum tanto furore bic mortales invadwa, ut 
tanquam attonttos, ie raiione mentis fiatim 
dejiciant, & Jape intra faucijfimos dies, 
imo aliquando horas, cum pbremtide ac coa~ 
tinuo delirio agros e vita raptant : adfunt 
perpetua: vigiUa, vomitus varii colon's, pra- 
cipue viridis ac arugtnofa btlis.

2. In Egypt, Profper Alpinus oh* 
ferves, that during the feafon of their pe- 
riodical hot winds, attended alfo with a 
changeable ftate of the weather, from 
September- till June, the plague rages 
every year $ as alfo peftilential fevers and 
phrenzies, which kill in a few hours j 
whereas Galen never obferved phreneticks 
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"and then the plague and molt other dif- 
eaies vanifh. 

3. In Minorca (a hot country, where 
. Farenheit's thermometer rifes to eighty- 
two and eighty-feven) acute fevers are 
more frequent than in England, and 
withal much more violent, but of Ihorter 
duration: they oftener terminate com- 
pletely by a manifeft crifis, and in all 
refpefts agree much more exa^Wy with 
what the antients have faid concerning 
fuch evacuations and the periods in which 
they happen *. 

4. The ardent bilious fever in Bar- 
badoes (being common to Siam, (ituated 
in the fame latitude as Dr. Hilary ob- 
icrves 'f) ufually termina*-es about the

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fourth day from the attack, the rcgulas 
crifis generally difcovering itfelf :by a fuf- 
fufion of the bile over the furface of the 
body the third day *. - 

5. In Carthagena in America, fituated 
in 10^. 25'. N. latitude, where their heats 
are exceflive, without receiving any fen- 
fible mitigation from the nights, the dif- 
tempers that attack the Europeans are 
very dangerous,., and their contiriuance is 
very fhort, viz,, they laft but three or 
four days, in which time the fick either 
die or are out of danger -f*. 
, But more particularly^ to fhew how 
much the regularity of the difeafes pre* 
vailing in different countries depends on 
the regularity of their refpe^ive feafons 
and weather, and wee verfa. 

1. In Greece, and in Afia in general, 
where their feafons are for the moft part 
uniform, and their winds periodical, th^

And I, apprehend that an impartial at- 
tention to the following hiftories of the 
feafons and their concomitant difeafes will 
(hew-, that the obfervations of Hippo- 
crates with regard to the feafons and dif- 
eafes, do alfo, allowance being made for 
the diffirrence of the climate, in a great 
itieafare, hold good here. His fummary 
account of this matter is,

In the Eaft-Indies, when there are 
perpetual rains with. great heat, viz. from 
November till May, it is fickly \ and con- 
tra, from May to Oftober, as.it is dry^ 
fererie, and cooler, it is alfo healthier *• 
And {o, 

4. In Minorca remittent and inter- 
mittent fevers return with the utmoft re- 
gularity every July, and continue till 
Oftober or November, and do not re- 
turn till next July, agreeable to the con- 
ftancy of their weather, which is for 
the moft part very hot and dry all fum- 
mer ; but the difeafes of the winter and 
fpring, agreeable to the various difpofitions 
of thofe feafons, are neither fo uniform 
nor certain ^f. What then are we to ex- 
pe6l here but varidfj^of difeafes, and par- 
ticularly of fevers, and irregularity and 
uncertainty in their types and periods, 
agreeable to the changeable ftate of the 
feafons and weather proper to our climate ?

III. Different feafons of the year, even in 
the fdme climate, are attended with different 
difeafes, and have notable effedls in pro-- 
moting or checking their propagation. 

There feems to be in the fpring fome 
greater degree of ebullition in the blood ; 
whence! puftules and fome other diforderf 
latent in winter appear, and fcrophulous 
ibres are obferved to break out afrefli, or 
to appear in greater numbers ; and pleu* 
rifies and other inflammatory diforders 
commonly attend the cold northerly winds 
frequent in that feafon, when alfo tertian 
agues are frequent, according to the poet. 

Each changing /ea/bn doth its poifon bring. 
Rheums chilJ the winter, agues blaft the fpring.

Which though it generally holds here alfo, 
yet we find not unfrequently coughs and 
defluxions to attend the fummer on change- 
able wind and weather j and that thefe dif- 
orders 
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orders are the confequence of a change^ 
not only from heat to coldy but of cold 
to heat. 

There feems alfo to be in fomc degree 
fomething periodical in the return of the 
colera morbus^ diarrhoeas, and fometimef 
dyfenteries at the end of, fummer and in 
autumn, but uncertainly, agreeable to the 
variablcnefs of the temperature of the air 
and weather here ; and our fummers (fre- 
quently winter-like) are fo far from being 
diftinguilhed by the greater prevalence of 
fevers, that the winter in general (here 
frequently warm, and confiderably more fo 
than in England) has the greater num- 
ber, although the fummer fometimes has 
more than the fpring and fall, as i% elfe- 
where obferved. 

This may be owing to the coolnefs and 
tcmperatenefs of our fummers, more re- 
markable indeed than in Great Britain. 

Dr. Pringle, in his Obfervations on the 
Difeafes of thq Army, remarks fomething 
very like this with refpcft to the* fum- 
mers

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incrs of Great-Britain, which, I think, well 
worth tranfcribing here, as a confirma- 
tion gnd further illuftration of this rea^ 
foning, 

*' In the Netherlands, where the wea- 
ther in fummer is hotter, and in winter 
colder than in England, the epidemic 
diftafes may be dated from ibme time in 
' J^ly> o^ tl^c beginning of Auguft, under 
the canicular heats ♦, their fenfible de- 
cline about the fall of the leaf, and end 
when the frofts begin ; and their fummer 
and autumnal difeafes are intermitting 
and remitting fevers, diarrhoeas, and dy- 
fenteries ; but the difeafes of winter are 
inflammatory, as colds in various fhapes, 
coughs, flitches, rheumatic pains, pleu- 
rifies^ inflammations of the lungs, &c.

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.ahd till paft the furnmer-folftlce j though 
towards the fummer-folftice, as the wea- 
ther grows warmer, the colds are not 
attended with coughs,*' flitches, and dif- 
orders of the brcaft, but rather a con- 
tinued fever." 

Then, in making the comparifon be- 
tween Great-Britain and the Netherlands, 
he obferves, that, remitting and intermit- 
ting fevers, and the dyfentery, which are 
periodical, and rage with much worfe fymp- 
toms, from the more intenfe heat and 
moifture in the Netherlands, are more 
gentle, and feldom epidemic in Great- 
Britain, (except in cxtraordinaiy clofe 
and hot feafons) which ai-e feldom erf 
long continuance, there, and in the fenny 
trafts, by reafon of the comparative dry- 
nefs of the foil, its freedom from marrties. 
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tonus fays of the winters in Italy is more 
or kfs applicable to all the feafons in 
Great - Britain, viz. Adiapneujiia qua^ 
aftate fehrtm indlignam^ byeme vix tninimafi^ 
alterationemefficere potejiy corpora enimacriore 
perfpirabili ajiafe refertafunt quam byeme. 

Now if all this be true of England^ 
it will hold ftill more m Ireland, where 
our fummers are remarkably more cool 
and temperate. 

IV. That the weather has a powerful 
immediate influence, if not in the ge- * 
Deration, at leafl: in the propagation, in- 
creafe, and abatement of difeafes, further 
appears alfo from hence. 

There is fcarce any phyfician convcr- 
fant in praftice here but mufl: have ob- 
ferved a remarkable greater degree of 
healthinefs when in a fummer feafpn the 
weather fets in * for fair and ferene fon a 
Cpnfiderable time; as likewife that 9ny 
great, notable, and fudden changes of wea^ 
ther, (as particularly . a fudden onfet of 
winter) are generally followed by a far 
I greater 
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greater frequency of colds and inflam* 
snatory diforders : but more particularly 
The greater or lefs fatality of the epi- 
demic 'Catarrhal fevef, with which wc 
have been four times vifited within the 
compafs of thefe obfervations, was re- 
markably influenced by the feveral rc{pec- 
tive feafons in which it invaded us ; 
for when it came in Oftober 1737, , the 
weekly bill of mortality at its greatcft 
height rofe to a hundred forty-four; 
when it came in May 1743, it rofe only 
to iixty-feven ; when in February and 
March 1732-3, to ninety-eight, viz. ac- 
cording to the different warmth of the 
ftveral feafons encouraging or difcourag- 
ing the difcharge by the fkin, which was 
the natural crifis. 
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prevail,''is agreed by all obfervers ; which 
was ftotorioufly the cafe here alfo in the 
rainy years of 1734, 1735, when oar 
iumm^s were like winters, and our win- 
ters wanted their ufual cold and froft. 
Such was the ftate of the weather here, 
iand in England at that time ; and in 
both places the fame kind of difeafes greatly 
prevailed, viz. the intermittent, remittent, 
and (low nervous fever, which diforders 
were remarkably banifhed by the great 
froft cf 1739, 1740, and the fucceeding 
dry feafon 1740, 1741 5 in the hiftoryof 
which, in its proper place, I have, (hewn 
that this and the moft celebrated of the 
other great frofts were attended with 
fimilar difeafes j and an ague was fcarcely 
to be feen, until the return of the rainy 
and moift feafons, 1744, 1745, with 
which the intermittents returaed, and 
became the prevailing difeafe. 

But in our reafonings on the operation 
of the weather in promoting epidemic 

dif. 
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difeafes, we are to confider its paft bB 
well as prefent date. Thus catarrhs, 
coughs^ hoarfeneffes, head- achs, and other 
diforders depending on the lympb> are 
not always the immediate eflFeft of a jwre- 
ifent moid temperature of the air, not do 
fometimes happen until a colli and dry 
temperature fucceedd, which fhutting up 
the pores, retains and coagulates the redun- 
dant moifture collefted in the preceding^ 
feafoni and fo dyfenteries have attended 
a cold and moifl, fucceeded by a hot in«» 
temperature of the air, the firft flop- 
ping perfpiration and accumulating a col- 
leftion of ferous humours^and the laft fct^ 
ing them, in a6lion, and fometimes vice 
verfa : on which account the word: efFefts of 
the great frofl: in 1739, ^74°> did not 
appear until the thaw. . 

Upon the whole, it abundantly appears, 
that the different ftate of the air is one 
principal fomes of the variety of epi- 
demic difeafes, -and .yet not the fole, but

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t)ther non-naturals, and particularly the 
diet is to be admitted as a confiderable 
to-operating caufe, efpecially In the 
dearth and badnefs of provliions ; as 
in the years 15^18, 4729, in the North,

Of the Air and Weather of Ireland 
in (general, and their Influence on. 
the Health and Difeafes of the 
Inhabitants, and fome Things pe- 
culiar to it. 

TH E air of Ireland^ in general, hath 
not unjuftly obtained* the reputa- 
tion of being peculiarly wholefome and 
healthful, not only becaufc no pofitive 
inftance hath been produced of any ve- 
nomous creature being found in it, but 
there feems to be fomething in it that rc- 
fifts the propagation of difeafes, if not 
alfp of poifonous animals, more than in 
the air of fome neighbouring countries : 
however, Boat'e, in his Natural Hiftory 
of Ireland, obferves, that the plague which 
did fo often and cruelly infeft England, 
was wonderfully rare in Ireland, and 
fcarce feen once in an age. Per- 
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iPerhaps our acute difeafes are generally 
Ibfs violent and lefs inflammatory than 
for the mod part in England : however, 
I have been not only affured that the epi- 
demic diforder called the Dunkirk fever,' 
was milder and lefs mortal here than in 
England; but can take upon me to affirm, 
that, on comparing the defcriptions of 
two epidemic diforders which were com- 
mon to both countries, and raged at the 
fame time in both, the fymptoms were 
much milder, and the difeafes lefs mortal 
here than in England. The dyfentery, 
which in hot countries makes frequent 
returns, and often dreadful ravages, fel- 
dom vilits us in an epidemic way. The 
dry belly^ach, the tetanus, and opiftho- 
tonos, frequent alfo and often mortal, and 
the elephantiafis^ and lepra arabum, fo 
frequent in the hot climates, arc fcarce 
known among us j atid even the rabies 
canina is alfo much lefs frequent than in 
England; and the healthinefs of our 
climate in general appears from the rarity 

z 2 of 
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of anv notable depopulating epidemics 
tniong' us, fo great that, during a re- 
lidence of above forty years in the prac- 
tice of phyfic in Dublin, I remember 
tut t^rec or four remarkable inftances 

c£ fuch. 

Our weather indeed is extremely va- 

fiaMe, and its changes often fudden ; 
and let the changes, and their confequent 
^£[^^ are far lefs confiderable than what 
|>ifo notes of the Weft-Indies, and Bontius 
of the Eaft, and Profper Alpinus of 
Egypt, with refped to the extreme cold- 
ncfs of their evenings fucceeding the in- 
ttnfc heat of their days, to the great pre- 
judice of the health of men« 

And whereas in Dublin the variation 
of Fahrenheit's thermometer in twenty- 
four hours fcarce exceeds five or fix de- 
grees, in South-Carolina there have been 
obferyed thirty degrees difference in t wenty* 
four hours in that inflrument, the va- 
riation of which there alfo is eighty-three 
degrees j but here, during the courfe of 
4 one 
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one year, it did not exceed thirty-fix degrees 
(in another about forty- eight, varying 
from twenty-feven to feventy-five.) 

Here it is to be obfcrved that the long 
duration of the twilight in our oblique 
fphere contributes much to make the tran- 
fition from the heat of the day to the 
damp of the evening far lefs fudden than 
in other fituations, v. g. in Barbadoes^ 
virhere the right a/cent and defcent of the 
fun makes that traniition far more quick 
than in Europe; 

At the fame time our weather is ge-* 
neralfy more free from great excefles of 
heat and cold than theirs in England, from 
our (ituation farther out in the ocean: 
hence the fnow lies but a Jittle while here, 
and it hails but ieldom, and in thin and 
(hort fhowers, and the hail-ftones are fo 
very fmall *, that the authentic accounts 
we have from England of fome of their 
hail-flones being fix inches, and fome nine

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inches in circumference, and fome that 
lately fell at Williamfburg in Virginia as 
big as hens eggs, and others as big a$ 
goofe eggs, and proving fatal to partridges, 
hares^ cattle, and people *, would feem 
almoft incredible to us, were not thefe 
accounts further confirmed by divine au- 
thority in the facred writings 5 ^ where 
we read that God deftroyed the enemies 
of Ifrael with hail-flcnes, which killed 
more than the children of Ifrael flew with 
the fword ; and whilft I am on the praifes 
of this ifland, it were injuflice to be filent 
as to our comparative exemption, not 
only from the dreadful hurricanes that 
frequently infeft our colonies, but even 
. from the violent florms which we fre- 
quently hear of from England, tearing 
up trees by the roots, &c. which are 
but rarely felt here to that degree.

Tliis moTlliffr^d temperate quality 
cf our air is, however, in fome refpe^ls, a 
great advantage to us, whilft it fecures 
us both from the pernicious effefts of ex- 
ccffivc heat and drought, productive in 
warmer climates of much more acute and 
more violently inflammatory diforders than 
are found here ; but likevvife from the ill 
cfFefts of exceffive cold and drynefs^ not 
lefs remarkable for the production of in- 
flammatory difeafes than heat and dry- 
ncfs, as appears by repeated obfervations. 
The watery vapours with which our air 
abounds ferve, in fome meafurc, to qualify 
the crifping drying quality of our E. N. 
and N- E, winds, and at the fame time 
yield a conijant fomentation to our fibres, 

and 
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and being imbibed at the cutaneous pores* 
dilute our blood : to which agrees well an 
obfervation of the above cited late Dr. 
Bryan Rolnnfon *, viz* ** In the mortal 
inflammatory fever defcribed by Tabor^ 
the fpecific gravity of the ferum was nearly 
ten thoufand four hundred and eight; but 
I have examined the ferum of the blood 
of many perfons under inflammatory fe- 
vers in this kingdom, but never found it 
fo great, {ddom to exceed ten thoufand 
three hundred and fixty-nine, which per- 
haps may be owing to the air bemg moifter 
here than in England." 

That the moid feafons in thefe iflands 
are remarkably more free from epidemic 
difcafes than the dry ones, appears from 
the concurrent teflimonies of the late 
Englifh writers on thefe fubjefts, compared 
to iimilar obfervations made here ; and 
the Ilorms, the ufual concomitants of rain, 
are found alfo in both places to be at- 
tended with more health and lefs ficknef^

Such tranfitions 
from one extreme to another muft un« 
doubtedly affeft the human body ; and, ac^ 
cording to the concurrent obfcrvations of 
Wintringham and Huxham, prcdifpofe to 
the petechial fevers which attended, and 
became much more frequent and fatal to 
fcyeral (efpecially to thofe of higher conr- 
dition) being advanced to a higher degree 
of malignity by the exceflive heit of the 
feafon*, and accordingly, there was the

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greateft increafe of deaths in the we^Ijr 
bills during fummer, and chiefly by the 
articles of fever and fmall pox. 

The principal diftingqifhing fymptonu 
of the. aforeiaid fever were an anxiety, 
frequent fighing, a heavy and laborious 
breathing, a delirium, and fubfuUus tradi- 
num ; and thefe lymptoms, increafed wjlh 
a fupervening coma, ufually put an end to 
the tragical fcene. The putfe was various ; 
for though it was frequently low and 
n'eak, it was Ibmetimes Ar<mg and full, 
as divers authors have obferved the pulfe 
to be weak and low in the beginning, but 
to become ftronger in the prc^rels of the 
low nervous fevers j th^ blood not alwaj^ 
florid, but iizy in fome. The fpots ob» 
ferved no certain time in their erupticm, 
greed in their dUnenfions nor colour.

Home the twenty-firft or twenty-fourth 
day. A bilious diarrhoea frequently at- 
tended^ which it was dangerous either to 
reftrain fuddenly, or to let run too long j 
for in the firft cafe worfe fymptoms fol- 
lowed; in the latter, the crifis (which 
i^hen left to nature was often by fweat) 
was protra6led. 

As to the ufe of blifters, though I know

Befides colds and inflammatory diforders 
3S laft fpring, and famine among fomc of 
the poor, the dyfentery raged greatly, 
particularly in March, when in Dublin 
that article amounted to twenty- one in a 
week, when it arrived at its greateft 
heighth, though it was lefs mortal than 
in the country, to which the better care 
taken of the poor, and of their food, un- 
doubtedly contributed. 

The fever which had begun laft au- 
tumn returned in fpring, of which more 
jn the fequel. 

In this morbid conftitution fucceeding 
the great frofl: in 1739, we have a ftrong 
confirmation of the truth of Wintring- 
ham's obfervation of the unwholefomenefs 
of a long continued drought, and E,

Thefever, which had begun laft autumn, 
returned in fpring, and raged through the 
fummer. It was common to this city, to 
Cork, Briftol, and London, and often 
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though probably with exaggeration. The 
mortality increafed with the advancing 
feafon; and with ns, in Dublin, arrived 
at its heighth about the end of Auguft; 
for on the twenty-eighth of that month 
the article of fevers in our weekly bills, 
amounted to thirty, above doiible their 
late ufual number. 

For a minute defcription of this fever, 
I refer to Dr. Connell's Obfervationes Me-. 
dicinales: it fhall fuffice for me to point 
out fome pf its jnoft diftinguifhing at- 
tendants, VIZ. 

The firft attack was commonly very 
mild and deceitful; fo that at the begin- 
ning it was frequently fuppofed to be no 
more than a common cold: whence a 
negledt. of early confinement, and a 
proper, regimen, wgs oft^n attended by 
fatal confequences. 

T|ie pulfe, though variable in different 
jrubje6ls, and at different times of the 
difeafe, I obferved feveral times to be 
fcarce quicker than in health, even on the 
jixth, feventh, and eighth day^,

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The , fpots ' which fometimes attende*! 
(though not eflentially) were moftly of a 
dufky red, fometimes purple, and fome- 
times intermixed with miliary puftules ; 
and Dr. ConneU in Munfter obferved, thgt, 
profufe hemorrhages at the npfe moft ufu- 
ally attended -, but thefe ivere not fp fre- 
quent with us, the difeafe here being lefs 
violent and lefs fatal j nor was the , blood 
always in a colliquative ftate, but, fome- 
times fizy, as the above named author 
alfo remarks^. 

A deliriuni, coma, and fpafms, com- 
monly clofed the tragical fcene, in which 
blifters had very little fuccefs, even when 
applied after bleeding and other evacua- 
tions; and as many mifcarried under the 
ufe of blifteri, fo they did under that of 
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iraiJing the depreiled pulfe : on the other 
hand, it was obferved, that many of the 
poor, abandoned through neceffity to a 
low acefcent diet, and fome of them 
^rin]king nothing but water, recovered. 

This may afford a profitable hint in 
practice, with regard to fuch fevers as 
thefe, being of the putrid kind j even as 
in the bilious fever of Barbadoes, which 
is alfo of this kind, in which the coma, 
tremors, and fubfultus have been obferved 
to be increafed by blifters, and I he he- 
morrhages likewife to be haftened or in- 
creafed by them *. 

Another notable circumftance feems 
worthy of being recorded, in relation to 
the fubjedls which this fever generally at- 
tacked, both here and in England, viz. 
that they were generally men, and thofe 
of a middle age, and ftrong, and but few 
women; alfo children were more rarely 
attacked -f.

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It feems alfo not unworthy of notice, 
that through the three fummer months, 
there was frequent here and there a fever 
altogether, without the malignity attending 
the former, of. fix or feven days duration, 
terminating in a critical fweat, as did the 
other alfo frequently j but in this the 
patients were fubjed to a rclapfe, everx 
to a third or fourth time, and yet re- 
covered.

flammatory diforders,. which proved very 
ttWrtal, and withal a peftilential fever, 
and then- the peftilence itfelf. 

And perhaps the following anecdote 
fnom Dr. Berkley, bifhop of Cloyne, con- 
fitting of faQ:s wherein there could. hardly 
he a miftake, may deferve attention, viz. 

** In the iickly feafon 1741, were 
twenty-five fevers inthebifhop's own fa- 
mily, which were cured by tar-water 
drank copioufly.; and the fame method ^ 
was praftifed by feveral of his poor neigh* 
bours with equal fuccefs. It fuddenly 
calmed the fcverifti anxieties j and it waa 
found that without bleeding, vomitings 

bliftering,. 
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bliftering, or any other evacuation or irie- 
dicine, very bad fevers could be cured, viz. 
by the fole drinking of tar-water milk- 
warm, and in good quantity, as a large 
glafs every hour in bed: and it was ob-- 
iervable, that fuch as were cured by this 
comfortable cordial, recovered health and 
fpirits at once ; while thofe who had been 
cured by evacuations, languifhed long 
before they recovered."

It began commonly with 
horrors, a great pain in the head and 
back, forenefs of the cheft and limbs, in 
foine fore throats, }ownefs of fpirits at» 
tended in oth^s, and in Tome a (light de-

The natural aids was by fweat, the 
B!fA or fecond day, though in fome weak- 
ly perfons th$ fweat vyas protra£ted till the 
third or fourth day, and fbme held out to 
the fourteenth an4 twentyrfirft day, and 
died^ 

It was obferved to leave the hypochon- 
driacal weak and low for a confiderable 
time. It proved fatal to many of the old, 
infirm, afthmatic, and tabid.

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4. The Dunkirk fever, fo called from 
its being brought by foldiers from that 
place, which appeared in London in 17 13, 
• having probably had its original from 
the plague which broke out a few years 
before at Dantztck, began only with a pain 
in the head, and went off ufually in large 
fweats after a day's confinement ; but at 
Dunkirk it was attended with the additi- 
onal fymptoms of vomiting, diarrhoea, 
&c. 

Dr. Short adds to the fymptoms a le- 
vere dry cough, and fays that fweating 
and diuretics were the cure, but bleeding 
was very pernicious or fatal. 

5. The difeafe called coccaluche or coc- 
calucio {becaufe the fick wore a cap or 
covering clofe all over their heads) came 
from the ifland Melite in Africa into Si- 
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ing ltd fituation with the wind^ fo into 
France, Britain, &c. raging over all Eu- 
rope, not miffing a family, fcarce a per- 
fon. This alfp was an epidemic catarrh, 
and was attended with a grievous pain in 
the head, hoarfenefs, difficulty of breath- 
ing, and a teazing cough, threatening fuf- 
foc&tion. The firft days it was without 
fpitting.5 but the feventh or eighth day 
much phlegm was fpit up, and then the 
cough and ihortnefs of breath were eafien 
None died except fome children. In 
fome it went off with a loofenefs, in 
others by fweating 5 bleeding and purging 
did hurt *.

them, might have ftarted very tfeful 
hints. 

It is probable that We had this diforder 
here, as early as we have any accounts of 
the malignant fore throat iii England^ 
which though not in all refpcfts like ours, yet 
the moft prbbable method of cure feems in 
both to be the fame, which method a cor<>- 
refpondent of mine in the country, Doftor 
MoUoy, had the fagacity to ftrike. out 
long before any accounts of their malig- 
nant fore throat in England were publifh- 
ed, which, together with his defcription 
of the difeafe, I fhall here infert, viz* 

** It is peculiar to children, and thofe 
chiefly of from a month to three, four, 
five, fix, eight, or nine years old. They 
commonly, for a day or wo, or more, 
had a little hoarfenefs, fometimes a little 
cough ; then in an inftant they were feii« 
ed with a great fuffocation, lafting a mi- 
nute or two, and their face became 

livid : 
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livid : they have frequent returns of thefc 
fits of fufFpcation like afthmatic perfons. 
The faid fufFocation is ever followed by 
one fymptom, which continues till they 
die, viz. a prodigious rattling in the up- 
per part of the afpera artcria, refembling 
that found which attends colds where there 
is phlegm that cannot be got up. It is 
fcarce fenfible when they are awake, but 
very great when they are afleep." 

The chief feat of the difeafe feenis to 
be in the glottis, not far in the afpera 
arteria. They have no difficulty of fwal- 
lowing, nor does there appear the lead 
fwelling inwardly or outwardly, though 
the uvula and parts about it are intenfely 
red. 

Every one that is able, at fome time or 
other of the difeafe, but generally at the 
beginning, throws up, by a flight cough, 
fome florid, dilute blood. They have 
for the moft part ,a difpofition to vomit, 
which when they do, they throw up a 
vaft <juantity of extremely vifcid mat- 
ter.

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They have no thirft, nor do I perceive 

any quicknefs in their pulfe * : alfo their 

■ 

urine and ftools are in a natural way* 
They have generally a clammy fweat on 
them, and their breath is fetid. 

Their death is generally fudden, and 
vsrh'en leaf): expefled, the pnlfe being good 
a nunute before. Many die in twenty- 
four hours> none live above five day?. 
Some have tumours behind the ears, which 
mortify : many have a prodigious weeping 
behind. the ears, which is very corrofive. 

I have tried evacuations of all kinds : 
frequent . bleeding n and fevere bliftering 
were of no fervice. 

A certain child recovered by a very pro- 
fufe fweat, which came naturally, and 
continued two days and nights 5 this put 
me upon the following experiments : I or- 
dered that the children who took this dif-

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t>rder fhould be firft put into the warm 
bath, and that a fvsreat fhould be forced 
byfack-whey, or a bolus of theriaca andro* 
machi and camphor. Thofe who fweat- 
ed by this means recovered, but thofe that 
did not fweat, died. So far my cor- 
refpondent. 

Touraefort, in his Voyage to the Levant, 
mentions a difeafe, which feems to have 
borne a confiderable refemblance to this; 
and the method of cure may ferve as an 
illuftration and confirmation of that above 
propofed, viz. it is frequent in the Le- 
vant, and peculiar to infants, whom it 
kills in forty-eight hours, being truly a 
carbuncle in the bottom of the throat, ac- 
companied with a fever. The beft me- 
thod is to vomit inftantly upon the firft 
feizure, and to repeat the vomit, and keep 
up the ftrength by cordials, particularly 
by theriaca, fal volatile, and the like; and 
the folution of liquid ftorax is an excellent 
gargle in this cafe. 

In the year 1748, Dr. Fothergill pub- 

I lifted 
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liftied an accurate account of the fore 
throat attended with ulcers, which had 
appeared of late years in London, and the 
parts adjacent, which, among other ap- 
pellations, is diftinguifhed by thofc of angi- 
na maligna, and carbunculus angihofus, 
which, with refpcft to the fubjefls it at- 
tacked, the tendency of the parts to mor- 
tification, and the method of cure alfo, bore 
a great refemblance ' to ours ; altho' it 
muft be owned that the feat of the 
difeafe was different, being in ours chief- 
ly the organs of refpiration, in the other 
thofe of deglutition, ' with ' a tumor ' in 
the uvula and torifils, not obferVable in 
ours ; as alfo a quicknos of pulfe in that, 
which, according to my correipondent 
above, did not aftend burs; 
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" An occult angina^ "or niorbvis ftraa- 
gulatorius, has within thefe four years 
(viz. preceding the year 1749) reigned in 
feveral parts of Cornwall with great feve-^ 
rity, and fwept away whole families of 
children. 

" In all thefe 4re figns of a putrid dif- 
podtion ip the juices^ v. g. in fome corrp- 
Hive ulcers in the groin^ and about the 
anus, eating deep and threatening morti^^ 
ficatipn; but the pathognomonic figns 
are a.'fhort, low, becking cough, produc- 
tive of a difficult, no^fy^ and ftrangulatin^ 

lefpiration. 

•* Thematter fpitupwasverylUtej^lIy, 
•ftiixed with a white opaque thready mat- 
ter, fomewhat refembling a rotten mem- 
branous bag or flpugh, and. it is truly in part 
membranous, confining of the mucous 
coat of the larynx and afpera arteria, 
with a yifcid matter flicking to it li^e 
bird-lime;" and he concludes with this 
mournful obfervation, " that no ren^edy has 
yet been found for it; " from whence the

fuperior malignity of this difeafe, as well 
as of ours above defcribed* appears : for 
in 1748, when Dr. Fothergill published 
bis account of the angina above mention- 
ed in and about London, he fays it was 
fo mild as feldom to prove fatal, unlefs ill 
treated, or meeting with a bad fubje£t, the 
morbid miafmata having been perhaps part- 
ly weakened by time, and partly correfted 
by the effluvia of the city : however, the 
method propofed in ours above agrees very 
nearly to what has been found moft fuc- 
cefsful in the others bleeding, purging, 
and antiphlogiftic medicines (the proper 
remedy in the common angina) having 
been found of no fervice at all, but rather 
prejudicial : but, on the contrary, the warm 
cordial and alexipharmic regimen and me- 
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came on, the third, fourth, or fifth 
day, or later, they were critical and falu- 
tary. 

Dr. Short fent me the following ac- 
count of the further progrefs and dif- 
ferent appearances put on by this dif- 
eafe, viz. 

" It never left Sheffield entirely fince 
the year 1745. Sometimes it was much 
milder ; but in July 1759, it returned again 
in a violent, epidemic, contagious, and fa- 
. tal manner, and, befides others, cut off 
:whole families of children. Now the 
fymptoms were different from thofe in 
174 1 , for a brifk fever attended, which was 
followed by great ficknefs and pukings, 
which continued fome hours, and when 
thefe abated, a diarrhoea fucceeded, and the 
greater the diarrhoea, the more violent the 
fymptoms: the next day the tonfils began 
to fwell, as alfo the face, which feemed 
cedematous, then eruptions like the mea- 
fles broke out all over the 'body : about 
two days after, a fanious humour began 

I 3 to 
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to flow from the noftrils, and often fron^ 
the eyes. The fwelling in the face kcpf 
increafing, and the tonfils grew mucti 
larger, till about ^ the ninth or eleventh 
day, when the (ick died as it were fufFo-s» 
cated by the deluge of phlegm which had 
fallen upon the tonfils, uvula, and larynx i 
none had a peripneumony. 

" In fome there was an efflorefcencc 
on the Ikin 4ike the fcarlet fev^r, and thefe 
recovered,

its decline in England at the time before 
mentioned, having probably been import- 
ed, and was nearly of the fame duration 
here as in England : however, it afFefted 
the horfes in Munfter and Ulfter almofl:, 
if not quite, as foon as in Dublin ; and 
there was fcarce an inftance of a horfe in 
town or country but had it. 

It feized them like a violent cold, with 
heavinefs, lofs of appetite, cough, and la- 
borious breathing, and then a profufe 
ranning at the nofe and mouth, of a di- 
gefted or thick yellow greenifli matter^ 
upon which they grew better.

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In England, as well as here, it did not 
prove very mortal, though fome died of it. 
In our barracks, out of one hundred and 
forty-four horfes, I heard of but three 
that died. 

The moft fuccefsful method was to 
keep them warm, and give them the 
white mafh, or bran fcalded with water, 
and walk them about a little daily. 

The death of our horfes in the city was 
imputed rather to the ufe of medicines, 
and too high a diet, than to any.malignity 
in the difeafe; for it was obfervable, that 
very few died in the country, and parti- 
cularly none that were kept at grafs. It 
vanifhed about the middle of January *.

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COROLLARIES- 

I . Notwithftanding the variablcnefs of 
our climate, not admitting of fuch dated 
periods in the return of difeafes as in the 
warmer countries, where their winds and 
weather are in a great meafure fixed and 
regular ; yet, even liere, we plainly trace 
fomething of a periodical revolution, par- 
ticularly in the above fummary review of 
the,feafons of the year proper to inflam- 
mations of the face and jaws, anginasy 
pleurifies, peripnumonics, coughs, and ca- 
tarrhs. 

2. The time of the crifis of fevers, whe- 
ther putrid or inflammatory, is very un- 
certain and various s and yet the feventh 
and fourteenth days, or nearly fo^ appear 
to be the days in vvhich the greateft num- 
ber of our inflammatory fevers terminate, 
as the twenty-firft is nearly that in which 
the low and putrid fevers end, as in Hy- 
pocrates*s Epidemics ; and it is worthy of 
lobfervation, that this is the longcft term

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which Hypocrates afligns to difeafes pro^ 
perly denominated acute *. And I have 
frequently obferved where they have ended 
much fooner, v. g. in five days, the pa- 
tients have been liable to relapfes, as 
though the depuration were not ordi^ 
narily completed in fo fhort a time. 

To this account agrees Feraelius^s ob- 
fervation in France : " Continuam fe- 
brem fecunda, aut (quod tardiflimum eft) 
tertia hebdomada decretorie fblvit.

But this wants a comment ; for aflur- 
cdly, according to what has been obferved 
in Dublin during the period above- men- 
tioned, the fpring is confiderably more 
produdlivc of defluxions than the winter ;

And to conclude, I (hall here fubjoin a 
comparifon of the epidemic difeafes of 
publin and Paris with regard to the fea- 
fons, from obfervations publifhed in the 
Memoirs of the Royal Academy, from the 
year 174^6 to 175*25 from whence it 
will appear, that notwithftanding the dif- 
ference of the climate in both jdaces, 
there is a greater fimilarity in the prevail- 
ing difeafes, and a more conflant con- 
^nexion between theie and the feafons, 
than might be imagined : for it appears, 
from a like fummary review of the 
x)bfervations mentioned made in Paris, 

I • That pleurifies, peripheumonies, and 
inflammations of the breaft, occur mod in 
winter and fpring, not in fummer, more 
jarely in autumn. 

2. Catarrhs, colds, and coughs, occur in 
both places in all feafons, but leaft in fum- 
t mer} 
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mcr ; though even in this feafon, when it 
proves very moift, a fudden change to cold 
commonly introduces them : and in the 
French regiftry they are much more pre- 
valent in moid, than in dry feafons ; ' the 
watry vapours in moift fogs, and other- 
wife, being more plentifully imbibed by 
the venae bibulae, difperfed over the exter- 
nal and internal furf ace of the body. 

3 . The Parifian and Dublin regiftries 
agree in making intermittent fevers to be a 
fpring-difeafe -, for at Paris,, as well as 
here, they are comparatively rare in winter, 
but become frequent through the fpring* 
months. In Paris alfo they are rare in 
fummer until Auguft, and continue fre- 
quent through autumn ; and it is obfer- 
vable, that their intermittents were much 
more frequently attended with fair and dry 
weather than with exceffive moifture. 

4. Putrid or malignant fevers occur in 
moft months of the year in the French re- 
giftry, as well as ours; but it is obferv- 
able, that the fevers that pafs under this 

cJe- 
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denomination in theirs, occur more in dry 
than in moift weather. 

5 . Their catarrhous fevers were moftly 
attended with moifture. 

6. Dyfenteries in the French regiftry 
fcarce appear in fpring or fummer^ but 
infeft chiefly the autumnal months, or at 
leaft from Auguft to November inclu- 
iive : and moreover it is obfervable in the 
French regiftry, as well as by fome late ob- 
fervations in Dublin, that this difeafe isf 
much more fi^equently accompanied by. 
hot and dry than moift weather ; a pro- 
bable argument that it is not fo much 
owing to a ftoppage of perfpiration as to 
inflammation and an exaltation of the 
juices te a more acrid ftate in hot and dry 
weather, although the autumnal feafon 
advancing, and attended with a decreafe in 
the perfpiration, muft undoubtedly deter- 
mine the humours more to the bowels: 
and to this the two following obfervations 
ieems to agree, viz. 

7. Diarrhceas prevail chiefly in the au-

Horfes. 

THE late epidemic catarrh, or rather 
catarrhal fever among horfes, took its rife 
in the winter, which was a very feverc 
one, not only in thefe countries, but ' 
o^er parts of Europe ; and even in this 
changeable climate, was attended with 
uncommon viciflltudes in the temperature 
of the air and weather* 

It raged in London and other parts of 
England in January, February, and March ; 
and feized our horfes in Dublin at the end 
of March, moving weftward (as other 
epidemics frequently do) and on the fourth 
of April it was become general in this city, 
and continued till the end of that month, 
when moft of our horfes were recovering, 
although fome remains of the difeafe ap- 
peared in June, and even July the 1 7th, 
in the coughs and broken wind attending 
fome of them, in confequence of the diC- 
order. 1 
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ahd rprinkling the mdiriger with it. An- 
other prefer ved his mare, by caufing her to 
drink tar-water diluted with an equal 
part of common water* 

In fome parts of England they ufed 
hialt ihafhis at the decline of the difeafe, 
being found of fervice both as a cordial, 
a peroral, and keeping the belly foluble. 

In 17^27 there was an epidemic catarrh 
among our horfes here, which alfo tra- 
velled hither from England, and more- 
over preceded a like diforder, viz. a cough 
and fore throats among men ; even as at 
Edinburgh, before tile catarrhal fever in 
1732, their horfes had been previoufly af- 
fefted. 

Again in the cold and dry fpring 1742, 
was an epidemic catarrh among the 
horfes at Plymouth and here. 

In May 1746 (the preceding part of 
the fpring cold) was an epidemic cough 
among hories, and chin-coughs and tu- 
tnors of the parotids among men.

Diarrhoeasand dyfenteries attended the 
month of September, and the fmall-pox 
was epidemical and malignant ; and the 
petechial fever mentioned laft July atten- 
ided September and October. Among the 
children in the work-houfe it generally 
terminated about the fourteenth day, and 
in all happily j and it was obferved that 
towards the determination, they had a 
^ight diarrhoea. 

The like fever was obferved at the 
fame time in other parts of the city, efpe- 
cially in Oflober, and fometimes proved 
fatal. In the moft malignant, about the 
tenth or eleventh day, a delirium came on, 
with fubfultus tendinum, and difficult rel^ 
piration, particularly if not attended with 
a patural purging. 
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(lis, and fometimes fmall ulcers, were very 
frequent s but not malignant. Thofe of 
afthmatic iind confumptive habits fufFered 
mych : otherwife the month was generally 
healthy. 

Towards the end of November fome fe- 
vers appeared, with numerous petechial 
eruptions. About the tenth or eleventh 
day, a bilious purging generally came on, 
wliich continued to the fourteenth, when 
they moftly recovered.

The extraordinary drought of the fum- 
mer was attended with a ftronger tendency 
to inflammation, agreelable to Wintring- 
ham's obfervdtioris in Yorkihine.

furnifli an ufcful document to fuch as 
are aliens to the myfteries of phyfic, to be

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and then: cool and calm, 
yet a few warm days. The 
principal wind S. E. 
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May was an exceflively dry J ^^y* 
month, and the wind at fome 
point of the E. hotter than for 
fome years paft, though with a 
cold wind at the fame time, till 
near the end, when it was very 
warm. j 



A cold, and for the moft part, dry 
fpring, fucceeding an open and fomewhat 
warm winter, the catarrhs, which had in- 
fefted the winter, prevailed greatly to the 
end of March ; and in the months of 
March and April various diforders of the 
lungs, pleurifies, pleuro-peripneumonies, 
pulmonary confumptions, coughs, chin- 
coughs, and quinzies, greatly prevailed, 
and often proved fatal. Alfo inflamma- 
tory feverifli colds, often attended with, 
pleuritic fymptoms, were frequent : fome 
of thefe terminated by fweat about the 
^ fifth 
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fifth or fcvcnth day: when they ran euf 
beyond the feventh day, they were often 
^tended with miliary eruptions ; but fomci 
other feverifli diforders were carried off 
partly by diarrhoea and partly by fweat^ 
in eight or nine days. 

Rheumatifms and rheumatic fevers werd 
alfo very frequent in March and April i 
and to the above mentioned diforders in 
April, add the fcarlet fever with ulcerated 
tonfils, ophthalmies> inflammations of the 
gums and ears, and the tooth-ach. 

Several children recovered of their 
fever the fixth, feventh, and eighth daysj 
by a critical fweat; in fome others more 
advanced in age, the fever terminated in 
fourteen, fixteen, and eighteen days* 

Some mild intermittents appeared iit 
April; but in May, intermitting fevers 
were very frequent, particularly the ter- 
tian ; and pleurifies and chin-coughs flill 
continued to be epidemical- 

In the beginning of May a fever was 
common which refembled the fcarlet fever 
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in every circumftancc except the eruption. 
In the beginning, after the (hivering, the 
face was much flufhed, with afevere head- 
ach, dry burning Ikin, quick pulfe, and 
forcnefs in the throat; fometimes attended 
with fuperficial ulcerations in the tonfils, 
and often a crick in the neck : in fome it 
difappeared in three or four days; in 
many, after running out to the fourteenth 
day or longer, the Ikin peeled off in branny 
fcales, as in the fcarlet fever, though no 
eruption had appeared. 

About the middle of May began in 
Dublin the catarrhal fever or feverifli cold, 
fcarce fparing a family, or any age, fex^ 
or condition, except t;hat it rather fpared 
children. It was plainly a difeafe of 
foreign extraftion, having vifited Copen- 
hagen a month before it reached London, 
and London about a month before it ar- 

• ■ ■ * 

rived here; and it gradually extended it- 
felf through every province of the king- 
dom. In London it feldom proved fatal, 
though their weekly bills once rofe to fcvcn 

T hundred ; 
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hundred; but ift the country it was mdrc 
fatal. 

It generally began here with a laffitude, 
a pain arid heavlnefs of the head, and par^ 
ticuiarly a pain acrofs the eye-brows^ a 
fevere cough, a forenefs or rawnefs iti the 
throat and bread, excited by coughing j 
generally a great defluxion ffom the nofe, 
and fometimes eyes, the heat a little greater 
than natural, and a lofs of appetite. 

Such was the attack in general 5 but ift^ 
many the fymptoms advanced to a feveri/h 

« 

ftate, and were Very diftrefling, fo that 
the patients were forced to betake them- 
fefvee to their beds: in tliefe it began 
wkh- a -fhivering pain of the head atid 
back, forenefs of the bones, a burning 
heat, and in feme a flight delirium and op- 
preflfen in breathing : in fome the pulfe 
was quick and low; but in general the 
pulfe was not quick, and even when the 
feverifli fymptoms were very high, it was 
often obferved to be not more <juick than 
in health, and generally more low and 
depreffed. There 
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Irhere was generally a difpofition to 
fweat, which ufually retui'ned every night, 
Vvith an aggravation of the feyerifli 
fymptoqiis; and the prpmotion of the 
fweat, by drinking wipe- whey and fpirif 
of hart (horn, carried it off in a day or 
two, in thofe i^^^ore iJjghtly effected. 
. r ^oMie j^ad ^ great opprefjioo in breath- 
ing, who were relieved by bleeding : thf 
blood was ;;iot often fizy, but the ftnim 
was muddy and yellow ; and when it had 
an inflammatory cruft, this was of. a 
fafFron hue.' 

Thofe who, aftef taking a puke, threw 
up much bile, generally found great relief 
froca ,the fymptonjs, and in fome they were 
^tptaUy removed. A.fmart diarrhoea at- 
tended fome few with relief, but in the 
greater jiumber a fweat about the third 
day proved critical: yet in feveral there 
was obferved an efflorefcence on the fkin 
like the meazles, or a red rafh, wkh violet 
iiohing, which was obferved to carry off the 
difordtr more completely than thefweating.

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nary through July 5 and even 
the S. W. winds were not at- 
ten(ied with much rain, except 
on the eighth. From the ninth 
to the fiiteenth it was hot, yet 
not one day fo fultry as in July 
1760, by one and a half degree 
of the thermometer. The winds 
variable : chiefly S. W. and W.

In June and July appeared feveral in- 
ftances of the pernicious reliques of the 
late epidemic catarrhal fever in valetudi- 
nary and infirm perfons, fome of whom

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Intermittent fevers, principally tertian, 
continued frequent in June, and there 
were fome few in July, in one of >yhich 
the type was fingular, viz. feven or more 
paroxyf«?is in a day ; and thefe fits gEew 
daily ftronger, until the feventh day, whei> 
a large critical fwpat terminated the dif- 
eafe. Jn Auguft intermittent fevers became 
frequent, and particularly epidemical 
among children, from one to three years 
of age. 

In July, pleuritic fevers and periptieu- 
monies of a malignant and fatal kind 
prevailed much, and were feldom relieved 
by repeated large bleedings : among thefe, 
one young man recovered the feventh 
day, but not without a blifter applied on 
:the fpot, ^after repeated large bleedings \ 
jaijother more advanced in years died the 
eighth day : the blood .was covered with 
a thick faffron- coloured iize, and the fe- 
rum of a bilious colour. .

September was a wet month, 
and not quite lb warm as ufual : 
the principal winds S.W. and 
4 fometimes high. 
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Oflober was alfo a wet 
month, attended with great 
floods, common to us and feve- 
ral parts of England at the 
fame time. Cold for the feafon, 
though but little froft. The 
principal winds N. E. and S. E. 
The t^Yentieth a ftorm at E. 
Concluded frofty. 
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November was alternately 
fair, cloudy, and foggy : from 
the eleventh to the lixteenth 
frofty: it ended warm like 
fummer.

In November there was a remarkable 
increafe of fevers, both as to number and 
malignity: they were moftly of the low 
kind, often petechial, and fome . ifiiliary, 
though neither of thefe eruptions were el^ 
fential. Several of them were attended 
with hemorrhages, and other iliarlcs of* col- 
liquation; alfo feveral of them had a 
inbre retnarkable exacerbation than ufual 
Jn the ^etiiftg. Many, both young and 
old, were carried off by them ; and in feve- 
ral of thefe the change proved fudden and 
unexpefted, who died foon, viz. the fifth, 
fixth, eighth, and tenth days; whilfb 
others in whom the fever was longer pro- 
tra6led, as to fourteen, and about twenty- 
one days, more frequently recofvered. 

On the fudden change to <:old and froft 
at the end of Oftober, coughs were frequent, 
and three fatal quinfies are n6ted in the 
bills ; which coughs continiled to be 
frequent through November, - and proved 
fatal to many of the aged afthinatic. 
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Rheuraatifms and rheumatic fevers 
were frequent in January, and feveral 
dyfenteries occurred in December ' and 
Jantrary. . . , 

Coughs were frcqurtit and ^demlc in 
Decem^ber, nor was January and Febru- 
ary exempt from them-

OBSERVATIONS. 

* 

The highly inflammatory and frequently 
fatal difeafes attending the dry fpring and 
fummer of this year, and the (well of tjie 
bills of mortality, may exhibit a confir- 
mation of tlie pernicious efFefts of uncom- 
mon droyght, as noted in the year 1761. 

The ficklinefs of tiie winter during tfe 
lon^g reign cf the eafterly wind$, and aih- 
ufual at that feaibn, ihew the wholfojne- 
nefs of the ventilations from ihe S. -a^i 
S. W. 

SPRINa 
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the breaft, and particularly tabid cafes, 
were frequent through the months of 
March, April, and May. 

The fevers were lefs fatal than in win- 
ter. Out of fixteen patients in a fmall 
extent of praftice, only one died, and that 
on the tenth day. Some efflorefcences on the 
Ikin fometimes attended, and in the worft 
of the cafes, bilious difchargcs by vomit 
and ftool, as in winter ; and fome of the 
fevers in April partook of the intermittent 
type. The greater number held out to 
the fourteenth day, fewer to the eighteenth 
and twenty-firft, and a few recovered in 
three, four, and five days. 

During all the fpring-months, agues 
were frequent, efpecially in the country ; 
and feveral pleurifies attended this 
quarter. 

SUMMER. 

The dry weather of May was(,«. J"^®- 
fucceeded by frequent fhowers S. W. 4 
in June, efpecially from thejsiE. 10

A remarkably cold and wet fufnmer> 
but healthy, excepting the rheumatifin 
both acute and chronical, which greatly 
prevailed through the three fummer- 

months. 
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inonths, owing apparently to the cold and 
inoifture of the feafon ; and in Steeven's 
hofpital hemiphlegias were very frequent, 
perhaps from the famecaufe. 

The fevers which occurred were not 
iatt^nded with any remarkable malignity. 
Several of them were of the eruptive kind; 
the time of the eruption was various, ad 
was likewife the duration of the fever^ 
viz. to the fixth, feventh, eleventh, thir- 
teenth, eighteenth, twentieth, and twenty- 
fourth days 5 and feveral of them v;rere at- 
tended with fmart purging; and faline 
cryftals in the tirine were generally feen 
on the critical days^ with an alleviation of 
the fymptoms. 

The intermittent fever, which was ob- 
ferved in the fpring, did not wholly difap- 
pear in fummer. 

Auguft was not wholly exempt froni 
diarrhoeas, dyfenteries, and the cholera, 
but not at all epidemic, rior fo jJrevalent 
as in hotter feafons, as appears from the 
accounts given of former years*

September was alternately 
cloudy, gloomy, and fair, with 
a little rain interfperied ; but 
not much, except on the firft 
and nineteenth, cool for the 
feafon.

The autumn was more fickly than the 
fummer, being attended with fevers thdt 
proved f^tal to feveral, whilft others emer- 
ged from the worft fymptoms : thofe were 
moftly of the miliary kind, the eruptions 
appearing from the tenth to the thir- 
teenth day. They had generally been 
bled in the beginning, and bore that 
evacuation well; and bliftering in the 
low depreffed pulfe was of Angular 
fervice.

WINTER, 17^3, 1764. 

There was a great jftorm the 
firft of December, as aUb the 
twenty- eighth and twenty- 
ninth. The reft of the month 
was remarkable for the great 
quantity of rain that fell, being 
more than what had fallen in 
the fame fpace of time for ma- 
ny years. The great quantity 
that fell on the twelfth was not

Dr, Short of Yorkfhire, a diligent ob- 
ferver of the weather and difcafes, remark- 
ed concerning this the feventy-fourth year 

of 
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of his age, that it has been the wetteft, 
and withal the moft healthy, that he has 
known. It is true, our yearly bill is 
larger than that of laft year, though lefs 
than any other fince 1759 to 1 765 inclu- 
five; and, on the whole, this was not a 
fickly year : for though the fummer was 
unufually wet, it was healthy, and though 
the fevers in autumn proved fatal to divers, 
yet not a few recovered from the worft 
fymptoms ; nor was the winter in general 
a fickly one.

OBSERVATION. 

The wet fummer, particularly the 
month of Auguft, was lefs produ*5live of 
diarrhoeas, dyfenteries, and the cholera, 

than 
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than drier and warmer feafons, as appears 
from I 7 6 1 and i 7 409 compared to this 
and other moid feafons, which feems to 
furni(h occafion for refuting a vulgar and 
long eftablifhed error and prejudice re- 
fpefting the caufe of thefe difcafes, which 
have been ordinarily attributed to an ob- 
ftrufted pcrfpiration and the ufc of fruit 
in the fummer and autumn ; whereas it 
is pretty clear to me, that the ufual preva- 
lence of thefe difeafes at thefe feafons is 
owing to neither of thefe caufes : for, as 

to the firft, theie di/brders are obferved to 

commence in the height of fummer, even 
in July and Auguft, before an obftrufted 
pcrfpiration takes place, and to prevail 
more in dry and hot fummers, than in wet 
and cold ones ; and confequently in feafons 
wherein the juices of fruits are lefs crude, 
more conco6led, and more wholefome, 
and are indeed a bountiful provifion of 
nature in thofe feafons, to allay our thirft, 
and temper the heat and acrimony of the 
bile and other juices in the fummer feafon, 

and 
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find dre undoubtedly very wholefome, 
except to a few vaktudinarians ; {o that 
the prevalence of thefe diforders in fum- 
mer, and at the latter end of it^ appear 
plainly to me to be rather owing to an ex- 
altation or incrcafcd acrimony, of the bile 
fmd other juices in that feafon. 

N. B. Laft November we had an ac- 
count from Penmark of an epidemic ca- 
tarrh among horfe?, and that the dogs were 
infefted by lying in the ftables among 
them 5 xmd from Madrid, May the 5th, 
that 90Q Jogs died in one day 3 and from 
Ge^oa of a mortality amqng the poultry ; 
and May 1 9, from Cadiz, a like account, 
and that the difeafe was fatal chiefly to 
hens. Thomas / Wcath^ralt, furgeon, 
rcfident at Doneraile, January 2 , inform- 
ed pie, that there was then a plague 
among the dogs, which, by the fequel, ap- 
pears to have been a catarrhal fever, viz, 
thefymptoms were a great difcharge of a 
gleety humour from the nofe and eyes, a 
difficulty of breathing, a violent beating of 

the 
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(howers as ufual : fome few 
fummer-like days, and fome 
few fnow and hail. The 
principal winds at fome point 
of the E. or N. Brifk gales 
at the beginning and end. 

May was generally dry : now 
and then a little rain : cool for 
the feafon : fome fhowers of 
hail : the twenty- fifth hot. 
Windy about the beginning 
at S. W. which was the prin- 
cipal wind, though frequent- 
ly fome point of the N. or E. 

It was a very healthy fpring, infomuch 
that to one in a moderate extent of prac- 
tice there occurred but one fever during 
the whole quarter, which finifhed its courfe 
in fourteen days 5 but others met with a 
confiderable number of fevers, attended 
with aphthae, which feemed to extend from 
the mouth through the whole traft of the 
inteftines, and withal were attended with 
miliary eruptions : they were tedious, but' 
not mortal.

Tiiual, of long duration, but not re- 
iTaikably fatal 5 and, indeed, from the 
ttiHmony of an elder brother refident in 
Dublin near fifty years, this city is fel- 
Join free from this kind of fever lefs or 
more. 

A few irregular agues attended the 
months of June and July, and forae of 
the continuals had regular periodical ex- 
acerbations; in the evening the fymptoms 
moftly inflammatory, and the blood very

As in the fpring feveral children were 
taken off with a fudden fufFocation, feve- 
ral other inftances of the like kind oc- 
curred in Julyi one of whom (a child of 
a year old) died in lefs than twenty-four 
hoUrs, notwithftanding three bleedings, a 
vomit, and a blifter, in that fhort fpace 
of time* 



AUTUMN. 

Irhe fair weather of near 
three weeks of laft month con- 
tinued in fome mdafure to the 
eighth of September: foon af- 
ter rain, wind, and cold weather 
fuccecded : the thirteenth, four- 
teenth, and fifteenth particular- 
ly, ftormy and wet j the reft of 
the month variable. The prin- 
cipal winds S. W. and W. 
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and beginning of September, was remark- 
ably healthy. 

Several choleras attended the month of 
September, as alfo diarrhoeas and a few 
dyfenteries, but far from being fevere : 
on the contrary, feveral of them did not 
Require medical affiftance. 

The fevers which attended Septerhber 
and 06lober, efpecially among the poor^ 
were mild and favourable, though fre- 
quently running through whole families ; 
and even fome of the petechial manifefted 
nothing malignant ; though one inftance 
of the miliary kind occurred to the 
compiler of thefe obfervations, with a 
ftrong pulfc and fizey blood, who, not- 
withftanding all endeavours, died the 
eleventh day. 

The greater nunjber of fevers which 
occurred in the three autumnal months 
terminated in feven days, fome few in four, 
five, or fix days, more rarely in fourteen ; 
and moftly by fweat. Relapfes were fre- 
quent, efpecially in thofe that terminated 
foon. ^

OBSERVATIONS. 

Ttie exceffive moiftujje of the winter 
tliis year, fucciseded by a dry and health- 
ful Ipring, may fhew how the mifchiefs of 
one extreme may be correfted by its 
contrary fucceeding, and indicate the 
expediency of a retrofpedtion upon thefe 
occafions. 

The ftate of difeafes in the fummer 
1764, may be added to the other in- 
ftances above of the comparative healthi- 
nefs of wet feafons. 

The bill of mortality in Dublin this 
year was two thoufand three hundred 
and feven, being two hundred and ninety-

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To the inftances of mortalities among 
other animals mentioned laft year, it may 
be proper to add, that this fpring we had 
an account of a mortality among fwine 
and horfes in Italy; and in June, from 
Provence in France, of a mortality among 
their horfes and mules 5 and in Auguft, 
from Sweden, that there was a mortality 
among horned cattle, the horfes, flieep, 
goats, and fwine. 

Thefe accounts feemed to be fome- 
what alarming 5 and are here recorded 
^nd recommended to further obfervation* 
l^Qvy far fuch mortal epidemical difeafes 
among the brutes may, or may not, be a 
prelude to thg ppftilence among men, 
which by the divine poet is defer ibed to 
walk in darknefs, Pfalm xci. 6.

Diarrhoeas and dyfenteries continued to 
be frequent in the month of March.

Agues were more frequent this fpring 
than for feveral years paft. 

The fevers which attended the three 
fpring-months were neither epidemical 
nor mortal : they were frequently of the 
miliary kind, and flower than thofe in 
Pecember laft, the greater part being 
protrafted to the twenty-firfl: day, or - 
nearly, and not unfrequently attacking 
the bowels, attended with a diarrhoea 
and fQmetimes with apthae.

The ftate of the continuals feems to 
have been much alike in June and July, 
viz. that though there were fome few in- 
ftances of the flow kind running out to 
about three weeks, yet there was a far 
greater number of the more acute and 
more favourable kind, which hardly re- 
quired medical affiftance, being carried 
off in a few days by a fpontaneous fwcat 
and proper regimen. 

In Augufl diarrhoeas, dyfenteries, and

Several inftances of the acute fevers 
frequent in this city, terminating in five or 
fix days, occurred in Oftober and Novem- 
ber, with a very imperfeft crifis by fweat, 
being attended with frequent relapfes, 
fometimes to a third or fourth time; 
and in feveral of thefe the bowels were 
remarkably afFefted* 

Some miliary fevers appeared this au- 
tumn, which bore evacuations very well;

Coughs, diforders of the lungs, and 
defluxions were pretty frequent in Oc- 
tober, and coughs in particular more fo 
in November, efpecially among children;

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From thde tables, compared with thofe 
in another work, from the year 1716, for 
above forty years preceding, appears the 
wonderful harmony between thefe regis- 
ters made by different perfons through 
all the varieties of weather attending j 
and from this comparifon the following 
inferences may be drawn.

confidcrably exceeded the article of fever. 
In 1 74 3 , in Auguft, September, Oftobcr, 
November, after a hot and dry fummer» 
they prevailed again, though to a lefs 
degree ; but they exceeded the article of 
fever in the months mentioned : and 
ag&in in July, Auguft, September, Ofto- 
ber, J 745, in and after a very vret fum- 
mer, they were remarkably malignant^ 
fometimes above double to the article of 
fever (Sec the Obfervations made on 
the difeafes of that year ;) and, laftly, in 
fummer 1752, which was an extremely wet 
one, they fometimes exceeded the article 
of fever. See the Obfervations on the 
difeafes of that year. 

And it is obfervable, that the fum total of 
pcrfons who died of the fmall-pox in Dublin 
during one and thirty years, was but little 
fliort of that of the article fever j the 
number of fevers during that time, ac- 
cording to the bills, having been fixteen 
thoufand two hundred and eighty-one, 
and of the fmall-pox thirteen thoufand 

kvcn 
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feven hundred and fifty-nine, a large pro- 
portion truly, and what abundantly proves 
the expediency and high importance of 
the practice of inoculation* . 

From the above account of the winds, 
and of difeafes, it appears, that eVen iii 
the variable ftate of the former in this 
climate, fome periods for the winds may 
be traced ; and fo likewife with regard to 
difeafes, as of coughs and confumptions, 
pleurilies and agues in fpring, the cholera 
in fummer, the dyfentcry in fummcr and 
autumn, the diarrhcea in autumn: to which 
add, the returns of cutaneous and of fcro- 
phulous diforders in fpring and fumaier, 
and the regular gout in January or Feb- 
ruary. There feems to be a fwell in the 
tide of the circulating fluid in the fpring 
and fummer, as likewife an exaltation of 
the acrimony of thp juices. 

Thefe obfervations may be of iingular 

ufe to valetudinarians, and particularly to 

thofe of weak or diftempered lungs, as in 

habitual coughs, and to the afihmatic and

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confumptively difpofed, to take fpeclal care 
not only of the winter, but more efpe- 
cially the fpring feafon, whofe north and 
caftern blafts are not lefs noxious to the 
lungs of fuctuj^^n they are to the tender 
rudiments^Truits : wherefore they ought 
ftudioufly to endeavour to countera£l the 
pernicious efFcfts of thefe blafts by good 
fires, warm cloathing^ and a proper re^ 
gimen. 
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
